In fact, it is 
noth ing more sinister th an a series of news stories 
th at h ave h u rt th e vice president in only a tan­ 
gential way. 
Th ere h as never been th e sligh test wh isper 
th at Mr. Hu mph rey is in any way involved in any 
scandal or th at h e is not, in h is person, scru pu lou s­ 
ly h onest. Bu t th ree of h is aides h ave come u nder 
scru tiny concerning activities wh ich are, at th e 
very least, du biou s. And wh at Wash ington politicos 
wonder abou t is th e genesis of th ese stories. Did 
th ey Ju st h appen to break, or did someone h ope 
to set th e scene for a “relu ctant” rejection of Mr. 
Hu mph rey? 
Th e su spiciou s-minded h ave lined u p th ese 
pins to su stain th eir h ypoth esis: 
Item. Max Kampelman, wh o served as Mr. 
Hu mph rey’s assistant for six years and wh o h as 
remained close to h im, with drew as one of th e 
President’s appointee to th e Wash ington City Cou n­ 
cil wh en it was disclosed th at h e was th e lawyer 
fo r a company wh ich h ad sh ipped mach inery to 
India u nder an Agency for International Develop­ 
ment program. Th e Ju stice Department is inves­ 
tigating th e transaction, wh ich eou ld mean a $4 
million loss to th e government. 


Item. Neal Peterson, a member of th e vice 
president's staff, was accu sed in th e Hou se of 
Representatives of h elping to arrange loans for a 
company wh ich , It is alleged by th e (icneral Serv­ 
ices Administration, was gu ilty of contract defau lt. 
One of th e Arm’s ofBclals is a friend of Mr. Hu m­ 
ph rey and a contribu tor to h is campaigns. Accord 
ing to th e Wash ington Post, h is apartment in New 
York “was made available” for th e u se of mem­ 
bers of Hu mph rey’s staff. 
Item. Th e Peterson story h ad not yet cooled off 
wh en it became known th at Herbert J. Waters, 
onetime campaign manager and administrative 
assistant to Mr. Hu mph rey, h ad resigned as di­ 
rector of th e Agency for International Develop­ 
ment’s War on Hu nger after an investigation of 
“improper payments” to a Belgian firm. It h as 
been ch arged in th e Senate th at th e firm, wh ich 
reconditions su rplu s U.S. equ ipment u nder gov 
ernment contract, h ad overch arged $250,000 on a 
$3 million deal. Mr. Waters acknowledged th at h e 
was aware of possible miscondu ct by some of h is 
su bordinates, bu t denied any personal involve­ 
ment. Th e case Is u nder Ju stice Department stu dy. 
No one h as ch arged th e vice president with 
knowledge of th ese activities. Bu t in politics it is 
frequ ently necessary not only to be as above su s­ 
picion as Caesar’s wife bu t also to h ave no con­ 
nection with th ose wh ose standards of pu rity are 
considerably lower. A previou s vice president, 
Rich ard Nixon, was acu tely embarrassed wh en 
th e McClellan Labor Rackets Committee disclosed 
th at h is former campaign manager, Mu rray Ch ot 
iner, was representing some strongly rancid ch ar­ 
acters wh o h ad sh ort-ch anged th e government. Mr. 
Ch otiner was not a party to th e wrongdoing, bu t 
simply acted as attorney in th e case. 
In matters of th is sort, th e Wash ington press 
corps h as always considered Mr. Nixon fair game, 
and th e story reverberated. In th e cu rrent instance. 
Mr. Hu mph rey h as been treated with scru pu lou s 
fairness, alth ou gh th e Repu blicans are beginning to 
mu tter. It can certainly be said th at Mr. Hu mph rey 
h as not sh own very good ju dgment in th e ch oice of 
h is associates. 
Th is is not wh at th e politicos are pondering. 
Th ey wou ld like to know if th e conju nction of 
th ese cases Is accidental or wh eth er a little bird 
sang — and wh y.
